1. Q: Can proposals be submitted by email?

2. Q. Besides providing predictive coverage maps, does the Town expect the
Consultant to use test equipment on the existing system or gather
operational information from the user interviews?

A:  “The consultant shall make a determination that the infrastructure is
operating as designed. The consultant shall also review the existing system
radio frequency coverage to assess how well the portable in-building
coverage provided by the existing site system meets user requirements.”

3. Q: The Town's RFP requests a system analysis, recommendation, and
construction supervision. Please confirm that the Consultant will also
provide procurement specification and assist in the bid process.

The anticipated time to complete the
recommendations is 90 calendar days from the date the contract is
awarded.”
